his Raigne, give and giant unto Fames late Marqueſſe of Hamilton, Philip late Earle of Pembroke and Monntgomery, 
dl Henry late Earle of Holland, and to Sir David Kirke Knight, all that the Region or Iſland of Newfoundland, in 


the Confines of America, and all Lands and Iſlands within thirty Leagues of the ſame ; Together with allt 
Royalties and Immunities thereof, eo have and to hold to them the ſaid Fames Marqueſlſe! of Hamilton, Philip 


Aſſignes for ever. And whereas the ſole Right, roperty, and Intereſt of the premiſſes, did ſurvive, and come by 
the Lawes of England, tothe ſaid Sir David Kirke and his Heires, and the ſaid Sir David Kirke hath by his Deed 
Inden:cd under his hand and ſeale lawfully executed, and bearing date the eigbteenth day of this inſtant Tune, ſuf- 
ficiently conycyed and aſſured to Philip Earle of Pembroke and Mountgomery, Colonell Nathaniel Rich, Colonell 
Richard Tngoldesby,Tohn Claypooll, Eſq. and Colonell William Goffe, their Heires and Aſſignes for ever, All the ſaid Region and Iſland of 
Newfourdlaxd,and all and ſingular the Premiſſes with their Appurtenances; and all Rents, Iſſues and profits of the ſame, to be equally divided 
in ſixe parts, betweene the ſaid Sir David Kirke, Philip Eule of Pembroke and Mountgomery, Nathaniel Rich, Richard Ingoldesby, John Claypool, 
aad IVilljam Goffe, as by the ſaid Letters Patents and the ſaid Convayance, more at large appears. Now know ye that we the ſaid Sir David 
Kirke, Philip Earle of Pembroke and Mountgomery, Colonell Nathaniel Rich, Colonell Richard Ingoldesby, Iohn Claypooll, Eſq. and Colonell 
William Coffs doe hereby notiſie and declare to all and every perſon and perſons whatſoever, that we are ſole and onely Lords, and Propri- 
etors of the (aid Region or Iſland of Newfoundland, and of all Lands and Iflands, within thirty Leagues of the ſame. And of all Ports, Creeks, 
Harbours, Royalties and immunities whatſoever, belonging to the ſame; And doe hereby will and require all Planters and Inhabitants of the 
ſaid Region or Iſland of Newfoundland, to take notice thereof, and to attorne Tenants to us or our Commiſſioners, (by us empowered and 
ſent, to our uſe) for the Lands they ſeverally hold inthe ſaid Region or Ifland,and to pay their Duties, and ſeverall Rents reſerved upon any 
former grants made to them for the time to come, upon the twentieth day of Auguſt, to ſuch Receivor or Receivors, as we ſhall appoint from 
time to time by our warrant, under the ſeale of the ſaid Iſland, to collect and gather the ſame, and that they the ſaid Planters and Inhabitants, 
and all others reſorting thither, or reſiding there, doe live in obedience to the former Lawes and Ordinances, enacted for the Government 
of the ſaid Iſland or Region, which are not repealed, untill other Lawes and Ordinances ſhall be made, eſtabliſhed and publiſhed by the Le- 
giſlative power of the Common. wealth of England, for the better Government of the ſaid Iſland and Region, and the Planters and Inhabi- 
rants thereof, and others reſorting to the ſame. For the doing and perſorming whereof, we doe hereby promiſe to renew and confirme unto 
them upon their ſeverall ſurrenders of all their antient grants of any theit Lands and Priviledges, in as ample manner as they now doe, or for- 
merly have enjoyed the ſame, and to give them ſafety and protection as much as in us lyts, againſt all invaders and intruders upon their poſ. 
ſeſſions, Rights and Liberties, and redreſſe of all their injuries and grievances. And to the end we may be the better informed of the ſtate of 
the ſaid Iſland, and Grievances, we have made, conſtituted and app yd, our ſaid Commiſſioners and Agents herewith ſent, to receive all 
Rents and Duties accrewing by reaſon of any grant, orgran Leite or Leaſes, hergtofore made unto any perſon or perſons, by the forecited 
Proprietors or any of them, or by reaſon of the occupation kad enjoyment of any part and parcell of the ſaid Region or Ifland, by any per- 
ſon or perſons to whom no ſuch grant or grants, Leaſe or Leaſes, have been had, made, granted and confirmed, by all or any of the ſaid 


Proprietors. And to receive theirſeverall acknowledgments and attornments unto us, and to heare and receive their Complaints and Grie- 


vances, to the end we may by the power,ayde and authority of this Common-wealth, apply timely and due remedy and reliefe unto them
